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26. (previously presented) The system as defined in claim 23, wherein said repeatin g 
moans tranomita the IP multicasting data to other terminals via IP broadoagting the ppftyprft 
comprises routers.

an Internet broadcasting server broadcasting unicast data and multicast data via the

connected to the broadcasting receiving unit, and a broadcasting repeating unit to receive unicast 
data, transform the unicast data to multicast data, and transmit the multicast data to other 
terminals connected to the terminal. 

3 1 . (new) The system as defined in claim 30, wherein the broadcasting repeating unit 
transmit the multicast data to other terminals via a LAN. 

32. (new) The system as defined in claim 30, wherein the broadcasting repeating unit 
transmit the multicast data to other terminals via routers.
